BIG AIR RACE 
NEW. BRITISH 'PLANE FOR 
GUGGENHEIM PRIZE . 

AT. LEAST. 12 ENTRIES

The new British aeroplane, with 
which it is hoped to win the Daniel 
Guggenheim. ‘Safe’ Aircraft Com- 
petition. .in the United States this 
autumn, will soon leave Great Bri- 
tain for America. 

Those who have seen it fly say 
it has remarkable properties of slow 
flight at amazing. angles to the 
ground. 

The aeronautical correspondent 
of “The Times” says the. machine 
has been designed. by the Handley 
Page Company and full advantage 
has been taken of the automatic 
slot, the use of which retains 
lateral control of an aeroplane 
when..its speed. has become s0 low 
that otherwise it would become 
still and spin into the ground. Its. 
wings are more than usually well — 
provided with slots and, in, addi- 
tion, there are flags along the trail- 
ing edge which also greatly add to 
its capacity for a slow flight under 
perfect control. A photograph of 
the machine represents it leaving 
the ground at an angle of at least 
45 degrees,. 

Such-an angle is impossible fo» 
a normal machine and the fact that 
it could fly off the ground ‘in. such 
a position, with perfect control, in- 
dicates that the. pilot when land- 
ing should be able to do so at such 
a slow speed that the machine can 
be regarded as almost “fool-proof.”

COST OF. LIVING 


CONTINUAL INCREASE IN 
RUSSIA 


Russian newspapers are calling at- 
tention to a continual increase in the 
cost of living. It is pointed out that 
the index numbers of the cost of living, 
calculated on the basis of the minimum 
monthly budget of a worker, increased 
by 6.3 per cent. during the first half 
of the financial year 1928-29. The in- 
crease was 6.5 per cent. in Moscow and 
2.4 per cent. in Leningrad. The highest 
increase, amounting to from 9 per cent. 
to 10 per cent. is shown’ in agricultural 
produce, while the prices of industria! 
products have risen by 2 per cent. The 
General Counci] of Trade Unions has 
examined the question and arrives at 
the eonelusion that these figures do not 
give an exact indication of the position, 
since the consumers’ co-operative so- 
titeies ‘are only increasing to a- rela- 
tively slight extent the price of the pro- 
duets of which the workers’ minimum 
monthly budget is composed, while mak- 
ing much greater increases in other 
goods. According te “Trude,” the 
minimum monthly budget of a worker 
includes a very limited selection of. 
goods. Moreover, the Moscow worker 
has long ago replaced most-of these 
-goods by objects of better quality, -For 
instance, the budget includes kitchen 
utensils of cast iron, while the worker 
prefers aluminium; it includes the com- 
monest quality of soap, and high boots, 
while the worker prefers shoes and a 
better quality of soap. Again, the 
budget only makes provision for coarse 
woallen stuffs, while the worker gen- 
erally buys ready-made clothes. 

Dearer Goods ' : 

In Moscow the consumers’ co-opera- 
tive society, between October, 1928, and 
March, 1929, increased the prices of 
shoes by from 10 per ceft. to 30 per 
cent., those of kitchen utensils by from 
7 per cent. to 14 per cent., those of 
clothing by 15 per cent., those of coffee 
by 150 per cent., and those of cheap pre- 
serves by 15 per cent. Here again 
there is no question of luxuries, but of 
products of current use consumed by 
the. worker, although not recognised 
by the budget. The co-operative so- 
cieties have also increased the prices of 
certain products such as‘salt and oil. 
On an average, the selling prices of the 
co-operative societies increased by 10 
per cent. up till the middle of March.

tion to that effect from the Agent- 
General's office, and he- had also been 
informed by eable that Queensland 
interests in London were hopeful 
that-a final decision would not: be 
made ‘until after the financial state- 
ment had been made next April, and 
after the Imperial. Economic Confer- 
ence, 


No Immediate Action 

Canberra.—In Federal circles. it is 
thought unlikely that any action will 
be taken by the British Labour 
Ministry to.:abolish Empire _ prefer- 
ence until after the-. next Imperial 
Conference is held. No date has yet 
been fixed for the conference, which 
‘was to be held’ next October, but was 
postponed uritil ‘next year. It is not 
the usual practice for a new Minis- 
try’ to repeal the legislation of the 
Ministry -which immediately preced- 
ed it. ° : Se 

It was pointed out that the Em- 
pire prefererice agreement had no de- 
finitely fixed” term, except in the 
ease of sugar,-for which the term is 
ten years. About eight years of 
that term stiil remains. 

The possibility of a total abolition 
_of preference, however, is not- yet 
viewed . seriously by the Federal 
Ministry, which. will await develep- 
ments before taking any action. Im- 
portance ,is. attached to the holding 
of the next Imperial Conference as 
a means of plating the views of tha 
dominions before the new British 
Ministry.

YOKOHAMA’S SILK 


BIG BUSINESS IN 
FUTURES 


The Yokohama Exchange is still un- 
disputed king of raw silk option mar- 
kets, suggests s report in the “Japan 
Times.” The-July volume of futures 
transaction on the ftoor of the Yoko- 
hama bourse at 2,078,600 kin compared 
with 1,479,000 kin handled during the 
same month by the New York Raw 
Silk Exchange, its close rival. The 
performance of the Yokohama Ex- 
change in July represented 599,600 kin 
larger turnover or 41 per cent. more 
business than the New York institu- 
tion transacted during the same period, 

Raw silk movements during July 
reached a record figure for Yokohama, 
never witnessed in any previous year. 
Receipts ‘in. July aggregated 89,4974 
domestic boxes compared .with 79,602 
boxes for the same time a year ago, ar 
exparsion of 9,895%4 boxes. Since the 
new crop year, receipts. stood at 128,- 
741% boxes _ as ‘compared with 
122,879 boxes of last year, an increase 
of.5,862 boxes. July arrivals at Kobe 
stood at: 30,706 boxes ‘compared with 
24,778% boxes, a grain of 5,920%. 
Since the new crop year,. this year’s 
receipts aggregated 44,946 boxes. as 
against last year’s 37,477 boxes, show: 
ing an-expansion of 7,469 boxes.” ~~

of Belgium, so far as statistics are

In the report on Economic and 
Trade Conditions in Belgium in 1928, 
by Mr. N. S, Reyntiens, now issued by 
the Department.of Overseas Trade, itis 
statéd that, unless. unforeseen circum-~ 
stances arise, complete and probably 
lasting recovery should be attained by 
the end of 1929. Statistics for the year 
ending December 31, 1928, show that 
the, trade balance is more favourable, 
and the slight "deficit is 
counterbalanced by the revenue derived 
from foreign securities. Practically all 
industries, with the possible exception 
ef the linen industry, are flourishing 
and unemployment is almost non- 
existent. Provision has been made in 
the 1929 budget for a reduction in taxa- 
tion of 577 million francs, to be in 
greater part applied to the reliof of the 
aden borne by the national jndus. 

ries. 

It is satisfactory that imports from 
Great Britain have increased hoth in 
quantity and value. The general in- 
crease in wages in Belgium has-increas- 
ed the purchasing power of the indi- 
vidual and British trade should even- 
tially benefit by this fact.. Special 
taxation comes to an end in 1930 and 
there should then be a great improve 
ment in exports from the United King- 
dom to Belgium —Engineering.”

THE “DEATH ¢ OR cLony 
BOYS” 
‘AN ANNIVERSARY 
A model in sugar of the historic 
charge of the 17th Lancers—"the 
Death or Glory Boys”—at Ulumdi, 
which closed the Zulu War, was on 
the banqueting table at a London 
hotel recently. It stirred many 
memories in the minds of the com- 
pany seated at dinner. Among them 
were 22 white-haired men—all ‘sur- 
vivers of the gallant charge—cele- 


brating the fiftieth anniversary of 
the.battle, | 
* Colonel Mortimer G. Neeld, who 


at the time was serving as orderly 


officer to the colonel of the regi- 
ment, the late Colonel Sir Drury 
Lowe, came up from his Wiltshire 
home to preside. Other’ survivors 
came from all parts of the country. 

Among them were:— 

Major Anstruther, of Taunton, 
one of the five surviving officers; 
Mr. W. A. Mowatt,, of Blyth, 

Northumberland; 

Mr. W. Hands, of Hull; 
Mr. F. Langley, of Worcester; 

_ Mr. T. Boyne, of Bristol and | 

Mr. J. G. Richardson, of Cam- 
bridge. 

Mr. W. Woodyard, of Potters Bar, 
who organized: the dinner, stated 
that -15 of their old comrades were 
unable to be present owing -to ill- 
ness. Two others were abroad, one 
in India and the other in Australia. 

Mr. Woodyard said:—“Most of 


jus are now ‘has-beens’ of between 


70 and 80 years of age. Until two 
years ago, when we held a similar 
gathering, most -of us had not seen 
each other for about 40 - years. 
Nowadays most of us are living 
quietly in retirement.” 

Recalling the stirring events of 
that July morning in 1879, Mr. 
Woodyard said :— 

“It was in beautiful moonlight, 
I remember. that we set off to cross 
the river to be ready to engage the 
enemy on the other side. A hollow 
square was formed, with Gatling 
guns mounted at the corner$ and 
with. a few old seven-pounders to 
give them support. The Zulus did 
not know very much about firearms, 
and their method was to join up 


‘the regiments some distance off and 


then make a massed charge with 
their assegais.

“As we expected this was exact- 
ly what they did. I remember that. 
the Gatlings got choked, but al- 
though the Zulu attack was. con- 
tinuous the square stood solid. Not 
once did it break. If it had, not 
a single man would have been, left 
alive to tell the story. At last the 
Zulus turned. The square opened; 
and we mounted and went ut and 
chased them. That finished it.” 

The battle of Ulundi was fought 
a mile from the royal kraal of 
Cetewayo, a Zulu army some 20,000 
strong being totally defeated by 
Lord Chelmsford. The British, 
force, consisting of the second 
division and Wood’s column; num- 
bered in all 4,200 Europeans and 
some 1,000 natives. After the fight

JAMES SMITHSON 


FOUNDER OF THE SMITH- ~ 
SONIAN INSTITUTION 

A month after the death of Sir 
Humphry Davy. at ‘Geneva, James 
Smithson passed away, at Genoa, 
dying there June 26,1829, and 
being buried in - the’ Solid English 
Cemetery on the heights of San 
Benigno. During. . hia lifetime, 
Smithson was known among hig 
scientific contemporaries as a 
student of chemistry and minera- 
logy and he had had the good for- 
tune to count among his correspon- 
dents and friends such men zs 
Black, Thomson, Cavendish, Biot 
and Arago, and had lived at: various 
times in Berlin, Rome, Florence, 
Geneva and Paris, He had for the 
most part apparently lived a lonely 
life, never marrying and suffering 
somewhat from the dizabilities of 
his illegitimate birth. 

His father was. Hugh Smithson, 
afterwards Hugh Smithson Percy, 
Ist Duke of Northumberland of the 
third. creation, a Privy Councillor 
and Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; 
his mother Mrs. Elizabeth Hunger- 
ford Macie, already twice a widow, 
when the son, who for the first 
thirty yeara of -his life bore*her 
name, was born.’ It. was as James 
Macie the boy was entered as a 
Gentleman Commoner of Pembroke 
College, Oxford, in 1782, it was as 
James: Macie-he graduated M.A.

Joseph Henry as the first secretary,

From Smithson’s fortune of 
about £12000 have come the in- 
euguration of many notable enter- 
prises; the National Museum, the 
National - Gallery of Art, the 
Bureau of American Ethnology, the 
National Zoological Park, the As- 
trophysical Observatory, expedi- 
tions, explorations and exhibitions. 
It was‘ the Regents of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, who authorised 
Henry in 1855, to suggest to the 
British Association the formation 
of a catalogue of scientific memoirs, 
which led. ultimately ‘to-the-‘Initer- 
national .

THE QUESTION OF NEW 
MOTORSHIP TONNAGE 
Apparently the revival of an old 
scheme_is represented by the plan sub- 
mitted to the Government by the 
Spanish Transmarine Trading Associa- 
tion. of Barcelona with a view to 


modernising the Spanish merchant fleet, } 


of which more than 50 per cent. con- 
sists of ships of the age of twenty 
years and over. The scheme aims at 
the construction of motorships of a 
total of 650,000 tons, spread over a 
period of four years, and one-sixth of 
the tonnage, it is suggested, should be 
provided with refrigerating plant for 
the transport of fruit and othey perish- 
able commodities. 

At the present time Spain Jdevotes 
about 8,000,000-pesetas per annum to 
supporting the home shipbuilding in- 
dustry, the assistance being given in 
the form of the payment of fram 235 
to 490 pesetas’ per ton on cargo ships 
and trans-Atlantic passenger ships res- 
pectively. In order, however, to carry 
out the suggested new plan of con- 
struction the grant of a considerably 
larger sum would be necessary, and 
the question now is whether the Gov 
ernment will be able to increase the 
subsidy to any considerable extent.

HEALTH BUREAU WORK 
: Canton, Yesterday. 
“The Bureau of Public Health has 
given notieg.to the public to he care- 
ful of foodstuffs at present, 
Gwing to the prevalence of the 
usual summer - diseases, such aS, 
diarrhoea and dysentery. % 

Se far no case of cholera has 
bsen reported, but: the officers of 
the Bureau deem it safe to take 
every precaution against tainted 
meats and rotten fruits. Im the 
same notice, sellers of raw fish 
conge which is in popular demand 
among the Cantonese, and of ice 
shavings and ices for cold drinks, 
are forbidden under a severe 
penalty to dispose -of them to the 


Health officers are being detail- 
ed io different sections of the city 
to inspect all foodstuffs. 

Settlement of Butchers’ Trouble 


Our correspondent was informed 
at the Bureau of Public Health that 
the butchers’ trouble is practically 
settled in principle and that by 
September 1 all outstanding ques- 


tions between the Government and! 


the butchers will have found a sa- 
tisfactory solution. 

Inquiring into the reai reason of 
the butchers’. opposition gainst 
the Government slaughter reguia: 
tions, our correspondent learns 
fyom an official of the Bureau that 
the city butchers have no partica- 
lar objections against theme but 
that they resent the inspection of 
animals by medical officers, as that 
means no sick animals can be used 
foy human consumption: and it 
would appear that in the past the 
butchers have not been scrupulous 
ag to the condition of the animal!s 
that they served to che publi; of 
course, it stands to reason the new 
regulations will curtail the. gains 
of the butchers. 

Government Slaughter Houses 

There ‘are’ three Government 
slaughter houses; one in Saikwan, 


the second in Tungkwan, and the 
third on Honam island. 

The buildings have been erected 
aceording to the latest models exist- 
ing in foreign countries, at a cost of 
$300,000 local currency. - This 
amount was obtained by means of 
farming out the slaughter houses to 
a company, the Lee Kung Co. 
under ten years’ contract, in which 
the company will recuperate itself 
from the fees that are charged for 
the slaughter of animals, as fol- 
low:—~_ 

cow per head 

pig over 60 cattle 
pig under “60 cattics 
pig under 20 catties 
sheep per head 

Every animal, after inspection, is 
chopped withthe Government seal 
in several parts of the body before 
it leaves the premises.” Any but- 
cher selling unchopped meat is 
heavily fined. 

The bristles and the blood go to 
the management to defray the ex- 
penses of the establishment. 

Each slaughter house. is under 
the supervision of an American-

“The Mecca “of lawn tennis 
players from all .over the world, 
Wimbledon, still stands alone in the 
estimation and affection of. men 
and women who have written their 
names in letters-of gold upon’ the 
archives of the game, To those 


commencement of a gathering 
destined to grow into the greatest 
lawn tennis festival of the year, it 
is a matter of sheer wonderment 
that its advance in popularity has 
been so consistent and 30 appeal- 
ing. 

The “Wimbledon” of many, many 
years ago was conducted in such,a 
manner, and the. atmosphere was of 
so rural a character, that to the 
present generation it would be the 
cause of real amusement. But the 
Pioneers of those days well and 
truly laid the foundation of rapid- 
ly-increasing interest. Still, pro- 
gressive ag they were, the old-time 
lawn tennis men and women could 
hardly have visualised the time 
when. forty different nationalities ; 
would be concerned together on the 
grass ‘courts of England with the 
destinies of the honours. - 

Some forty years ago consider- 
aroused in. the 
fact that there was an estimated 
attendance of 400 at the Wimble- 
don meeting, and that thirty-five 
matches were played during the’ 
tournament, Contrast that with 
what now prevails, when thousands" 
of pounds are annually returned

Fortunately, he did so when 
the Dohertys were still a force in 
the land—aJthough they retired in 
1907—and in a great battle the 
famous Australian was defeated by 
Laurie Doherty amid scenes of ex- 
eitement then unparalleled in the 
history of the game. Brookes, how- | 
ever, had his consolation in 1907, 
when, at the commencement of a 
new epoch he won the honours -by 
defeating the late A. W. Gore, the

Wealth of Coolness, Scenery And Interest 


WITHIN REACH OF ‘TOKYO 


There are many interesting and 
little frequented trips available to 
foreign residents of Tokyo and 
Yokoharna during the hot season, 


requiring but little of either time or}. 
expense. Most of them are to cool-| 


er places and all have distinctive 
features of interest. They offer a 
choice of sea or mountains and 
scenic and historic interest, states 
the “Japan Advertiser.” 

Although the Hokkaido, the north- 
ernmost island of Japan proper, is 
seldom visited for ‘pleasure by 
foreigners it has good -railway and 
hotel accommodations, is exception- 
ally cool and inviting at this time of 
year, and shows an entirely differ- 
ent side of Japan from that seen 
in the neighbourhood of the big 
cities. Trains .run. from Ueno 
Station to Aomori, the northernmost 
port of the main island, a run of 
about 20 hours. From there it is 
a brief ferry trip to Hakodate, the 
Hokkaido. . The trip around the 
Hokkaido can ‘be made in two ways, 
one through Hakodate, Shiroishi, 
Teizankei, Iwamizawa, Noboribetsu 
and Muroran; the other. through 
Kushiro, Nozukeushi, Tomakomaki 
and. Muroran. The former plan 
costs Y.41.06 and. the latter 
Y.49.96, both second. class. Both 
trips require about four days. 

Boshu Peninsula 

There are three different ways 
of seeing this little-visited though 
beautiful and historic’ region, and 
only two to four days are required 
to see almost all of it. One way is 
to take a train from Ryogokubashi 
Station to Tateyama via Awa Hojo 
and to return by.sea to Reiganjima. 
The fare for this route, which takes 
two days, is ¥.5.88, second class. 
The second way is take a train from 
Ueno to Tateyama via Soga and 
Katsuura, also returning by sea, 
The fare this way is Y.6.62 and the 
time is. about the same. The last 
trip, encircling the whole peninsula 
by rail and bus, takes four days and 
the fare is ¥.7.87. 

Suigemeguri Circular Trip 

This is a shorter trip to the 
adjoining prefecture of China and 
requires only one or two days. The 


train is taken from Ryogokubashi | * 


Station to Sahara, where the famous 
Kotori Shrine is located, one of the 


f oldest and most interesting in. the 


Kwanto: From there the train is 
taken to Ofunatsu, where the 
Kashima Shrine may be visited, and 
thence back to Tokyo. .The trip 
may be done in either one -or two 
days and costs Y.7.24. 

Izu .Peninsula 

There are three ways of visiting 
the mountains, coast and hot 
springs of the Izu Peninsula, all: of 
whieh are particularly interesting. 
The first can be made in two days 
at cost of ¥.11.40. The trip is by 
train. from Tokyo Station to 
Mishima, just north of Numazu, 
and thence by bus to Shuzenji, a 
famous hot spring resort in the 
northwest of the peninsula. From 
there another bus ride takes one to 
Atami and its beautiful mountain- 
ous coast, where the train may be 
taken back to Tokyo. 

The second plan extends the trip 
from Shuzenji to the quaint and 
historic town of Shim Ja at the 
southern trip of the peninsula, and 
thence ‘back to Tokyo either by boat. 
The fare is Y¥.22.60 and the trip 
takes either three or four days. 
The third trip . includes a visit: to 
Numazu and omits Shimoda. It can 
be done in two or three days and 
costs ¥.19.30. 

Three mountain peaks are locat- 
ed conveniently to Tokyo besides 
Fuji. Fuji is climbed after taking 
the train from Tokyo to Gotemba. 
It takes about a day and a half 
and the fare is Y.7.32. Mount 
Akagi can be climbed either from

| (PBST MADE WITH -MOTOR 
CYCLES 


A motor-cycle side car has been 
designed . by Mr. J. Bradley, for 
skidding tests. It is fitted with a 
wheel which can be set-at any angle 
to the direction ‘of travel. When 
making a test, the driver sets this 
wheel in an inelined position, so that 
the motion is partly rolling and 
partly skidding. The mechanism 
automatically records on a chart the 
braking force, the sideway force 
(the thrust on the tread of the tyre 
of the special wheel perpendicular 
to its plane, divided by the load on 
the tyre), as well as the time and 
the revolutions of the front wheel 
and the sidecar wheel; when a 
special brake is applied, a record is 
-also obtained of the retarding force. 

Tests, made on different road sur- 
faces with different tyres at speeds 
jap to 30 mph, in various weathers, 
| show that the resistance to skidding 
of some roads is, within limits, in- 

dependent of the tyre tread shape 

and size and the speed. The resist- 
_ tance is not appreciably lowered on 
| some roads when they become wet; 
; the resistance to skidding may de- 
j crease with increasing speed or at 
| low speed. Sometimes the reduction 
1 does not begin before the speed 
reaches 15 miles; the latter surfaces 
are considered dangerous, ‘because 
drivers find the road safe at moder- 
ate speeds. 4 

Shape of Tyre Tread 

-The influence of the shape of the 
tyre tread is not yet clear. A model

“LOADOMETERS” 


' SINGAPORE DEALS WITH OVER... 


. . LOADED LORRIES 


Among the many problems with 


which the police are faced in re-{: 


gard to the ever-increasing traffic 
in. Singapore the matter of over- 


loaded lorries and trucks is by no} 


means the'least. That such over- 

loading is rife is admitted, but 

tracing offenders and securing a 

conviction in the courts has been 
—found dificult by the traffic author- 
~ ities. 

In the phat there have boeh oc- 
casional cases of allegedly over- 
loaded motor trucks being involved 
in street accidents, but the position 


to-day has become acute and ways | 
and means of effectively combat- : 


ting the nuisance have oceupied the 
minds of Singapore traffic authori- 


ties. The only method of bringing ; 


offenders to book previously was by 
driving the vehicle suspected to be 
carrying more than ‘the licensed 
maximum load to a platform scale, 
usually kept in the yard of the Re- 
gistrar of Vehicles, h 
was found inconvenient from sev- 
eral aspects. A lorry, say, ten 
miles out of town would have to be 
driven into town and then on exam- 


ination be found to weigh just a’ 


few pounds more than the permit- 
ted load — not warranting a prose- 
tution. The time invelved would 
be lengthy and the owner of the 
truck subjected to. considerable un- 
necessary delay in the process.. 


Using New Invention 


This question has had the atten- 
tion of authorities in other parts of 
the world and diverse solutions 
have been tried, with varying 
results. -In order to cope 
with the difficulty Singapore 
traffic authorities are now expert 
menting with an invention which 
seems to be very satisfactory. Apart 
from the danger occasioned by 
overloaded vehicles in etreet accid- 
ents there is considerable damage 
done to road surtaces. 

The Police Traffic Branch is now 
equipped with loadometers which 
come from America. These instru- 
ments are portable and record ‘in 
pounds weight the concentrated 
load on each wheel of a truck. By 
their use the officers are enabled to 
weigh overloaded vehicles at the 


points where they are apprehended, . 


to increase their effectiveness by 
changing their location at will, and 
—what is more important—secure 
evidence of over-weight to submit 
to the court when prosecuting 
offenders. 


Loadometer Described 


This device can be carried 
around by officers in their cars and 
eliminates the difficulty of bring- 
ing a vehicle a long distance to a 
platform scale. A pair of loado- 
‘meters only weigh 23 pounds each 
and the method of application is 
simple. They are.in fact two smal! 
platforms with clam levers, and a 
gauge. In carrying out a test the 
meters are placed on the road: in 
front of the front wheels of the 
truck, which is driven up so that 
the wheels rol] on to the centre of 
the platform. Readings are taken 
from each gauge, the sum of which 
is the weight of the front axles. 
The loadometers are then transfer- 
red to the rear and the vehicle 
backed up on them. The stim of 
the two pairs of readings gives the 
gross load of the motor truck. The 
meter is constructed of “special 
aluminium alloy giving a maximum 
strength, yet reducing the weight 
to a minimum, and accurate read- 
ings. are made from large dials 
graduated in pounds, The pressure 
gauge is equipped with a zero cor- 
rection screw #0 that the instru- 


ments may be.correctly calibrated, 


at all times. : 
Two cases of a test character in 
which the new loadometer provid- 
ed the evidence of over-weight 
were brought in the courts 
by Mr. Alexander,. ASP. in 
charge of the Traffie Branch, 
and convictions were secured in 
both cases.’

Que is forced 
to conclude finally ‘that it is not 
possible to obtain  aelight which 
throws its beam far to the fore on 
the road and at the same time, 
i3 capable of doing away with 
dazzle, _ At all events it is notice- 
able that the number of these 
inventions which seek to avoid 
dazzle has lately decreased con- 
: siderably. - . . 

On the other hand, one is more 
and more led to the conclusion, 
which was also the finding of the In- 
{tenational Lighting Commission, 
that the solution of the. anti- 
dazzle problem lies in the use of 
a duplex system, ie, one which 
gives a full bright light ahead 
reaching well to ‘the fore for 
normal lighting, and at the same 
time can be made to give a down: 
ward directed light when meeting 
another car or pedestrian on the 
road, The same quantity of light 
is used in both cases but is dis- 
tributed in different ways .over 
the road! This end can bé ob- 
tained by making the headlights 
move in an adjustable fitting. It 
may also be achieved by tilting 
the reflector in a rigid headlight. 
These solutions 
durable - mechanical construction, 
and cannot very often be obtaine: 
with existing lamps. © 

It is, therefore, 
to direct the beam.of light down- 
ward by optical principles. It is 
well known. how dependent the 
direction and form of the beam 
gent out by a projector ison the 
relative position of the source of 
light in the lamp and that of. the 
reflector. Instead of two dif- 
ferent. lamps, it is now possible to 
use only one lamp which contains 


these. is placed exactly in the 
focus of the reflector and .throws 
a concentrated beam of light well 
ahead on the road, which is ob- 
viously a dazzle light. The other 
lighting element is so arranged 
that the light is not thrown out- 
so far, but at the same time it 
streams out in a bread ‘beam on 
the road. Dazzling is thus 
completely avoided, and by the at- 
tachment of a small metal cup 
which prevents the ‘rays striking 
the upper half of the reflector, all 
dazzle is abolished. One lighting 
element givas exactly as much 
light as the other, the only dif- 
ference being the manner in which 
the light is distributed. At the 
same time the disavantages of 
dimming are abolished. 

How is this transformation from 
‘bright to anti-dazzle obtained on 
| meeting another car? It is 
quite simple. The. current is

spensed with, the head light using 
electrical switching over requires 
practically no attention or upkeep. 
This system hes been evolved in 
the Philips laboratories, and is 
being used on 55 per cent. of. the 
new cars turned. out by the” 
factories.
